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MARKET  REVEIW 


Sugar  deliveries  by  primay  distributors  for  consumption  in  the  continental 
U.S.  totaled  891,000  tons,  raw  value,  during  November  1974,  according  to 
preliminary  reports.     This  was  3,000  tons  more  than  the  888,000  tons  delivered 
last  November.     Distriubtion  for  the  week  ending  Dec.  14  totaled  110,000  tons 
which  was  a  decrease  of  102,000  tons  from  the  212,000  tons  delivered  during  the 
same  week  last  year. 

Preliminary  reports  show  distribution  in  1974  through  Dec.   14  of  11,017,000 
tons.     This  compares  with  11,003,000  tons  and  10,792,000  tons  respectively, 
during  the  same  periods  of  1973  and  1972.     However,  at  year-end  1973  there  were 
6,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to 
quotas  during  December  1973,  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February 
of  1974.    Constructive  deliveries  totaled  130,000  tons  in  1972  and  88,000  tons 
in  1971.    Therefore,  physical  deliveries  through  Dec.  14,  1974,  totaled  11,023,000 
tons,  compared  to  11,133,000  tons  and  10,880,000  tons,  respectively,  delivered 
through  Dec.  14,  1973  and  1972. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  totaled  185,741,000  hundredweight 
during  January-October  1974.    This  was  an  increase  of  2.3  percent  over  the  same 
period  last  year  with  increases  occurring  in  four  of  the  five  geographic  regions. 
The  West    had  the  greatest  increase,  5.6  percent,  followed  by  the  North  Central 
which  was  up  2.9  percent.     Deliveries  in  the  South  and  Mid-Atlantic  regions 
were  up  1.6  and  0.1  percent,  respectively.    The  New  England  region  showed  a 
decrease  of  0.5  percent  below  deliveries  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Thirty- two  states  received  more  sugar  during  January- October  1974  compared 
with  those  months  of  1973,  while  17  states  received  less.     One  state,  Oklahoma, 
receiv.ed  the  same  amount  of  sugar  in  both  years.    There  were  11  states  with 
reported  increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight.     Illinois  had  the  largest 
increase,  1,437,000  hundredweight  followed  by  California  up  1,262,000,  Michigan 
up  461,000  and  Delaware  up  407,000.     Of  those  states  where  reported  deliveries 
were  smaller  during  the  first  10  months  of  1974,  compared  with  those  months  of 
1973,  Missouri  had  the  largest  decline,  262,000  hundredweight,  followed  by 
Wisconsin  down  149,000,  Indiana  down  142,000,  Georgia  down  125,000  and  Arkansas 
down  115,000. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on 
Nov.  30,  1974,  were  1,741,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary 
reports.     This  was  538,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  but  161,000  tons 
less  than  at  the  end  of  November  last  year.     Beet  processors'  stocks  of  929,000 
tons  were  342,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier,  but  400  tons  less  than  a  year 
earlier.     Cane  sugar  refineries'   stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported 
at  732,000  tons  or  149,000  tons  more  than  last  month,  but  75,000  tons  less 
than  last  year. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  to  processors  of  food,  beverages  and  other  products 
increased  0.9  percent    during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1974  as  compared  with 
the  same  period  of  1973,  while  deliveries  for  consumption  in  homes  and  institutions 
increased  2.0  percent.     Four  of  the  seven  industrial  type  users  received  more 
sugar  and  three  received  less.     Deliveries  of  sugar  for  use  in  non-food  products, 
the  smallest  of  the  industrial  type  categories,  increased  the  most--25.6  percent, 
followed  by  confectioners  up  5.2  percent,  bakers  up  4.7  percent  and  all  other 
food,  users  were  up  1.8  percent.     Beverages,  which  accounted  for  33.5  percent 
of  all  industrial  deliveries  reported  and  22.4  percent  of  total  deliveries, 
were  down  the  most-- 2. 7  percent,  followed  by  canners  down  1.6  percent  and 
ice  cream  and  dairy  products  were  down  0.7  percent. 
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Deliveries  to  non-*industrial  users  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1974 
were  up  in  three  of  the  four  categories,  as  compared  -with  the  same  period  of 
1973.     Deliveries  for  use  in  multiple  and  unclassified  non- industrial  products, 
the  third  largest  of  the  non- industrial  type  categories  were  up  the  most-- 12.1 
percent  followed  by  retail  grocers  up  4.9  percent  and  deliveries  to  hotels, 
restaurants  and  institutions  up  2.4  percent.     Deliveries  to  wholesalers,  the 
largest  non- industrial  category  and  the  second  largest  of  all  types  of  buyers, 
were  down  0.3  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer- size  packages  (less  than  50 
pounds)  by  primary  distributors  were  1.3  percent  larger  during  the  1974  period 
as  compared  with  1973.     Deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  consumer- size  packages 
which  during  January- September  1974  accounted  for  73.8  percent  of  all  consumer- 
size  package  deliveries  increased  8.7  percent  while  similarly  packaged  deliveries 
of  beet  sugar  declined  14.9  percent. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distributors 
during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1974  were  up  1.9  percent  over  those  of  the 
first  three  quarters  of  1973.     Deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar,  which  accounted 
for  64.3  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries,  increased  24.1  percent  while  deliveries 
of  bulk  beet  sugar  were  down  22.9  percent. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distributors 
during  January- September  1974  were  down  6.5  percent  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  1973;  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for  75.5  percent 
of  all  liquid  sugar  delivered  during  the  period,  decreased  8.6  percent  while 
deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar  increased  0.8  percent. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
(No.  10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  peaked  at  an 
all-time  high  of  64.50  cents  per  pound  on  Nov.  20.     The  price  dropped  to  63.50 
cents  on  Nov.  21  and  continued  to  drop  each  day  through  the  end    of  November 
The  spot  price  averaged  57.30  cents  for  the  month.    This  was  an  increase  of  18.47 
cents  from  October  and  416  percent  from  the  November  1973  average  of  11.10  cents. 

As  the  price  continued  to  decline  in  December,  refiners  were  reluctant  to 
buy.    They  are  using  their  stocks  and  hoping  to  replenish  them  with  cheaper 
sugar.     The  spot  price  has  gone  down  from  52.50  cents  per  pound  on  Dec.  2 
to  43.00  on  Dec.  19.  The  Dec  1-19 average  price  was  46.68  cents  as  compared 
with  11.22  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports  average  57.17 
cents  per  pound  during  November,  up  from  39.63  cents  in  October  and  10.14  cents 
in  November  of  1973.     Since  the  price  reached  an  all-time  high  of  65.50  cents 
on  Nov.  20,  it  has  been  on  a  downward  trend.     The  Dec.  2  price  was  50.50 
cents  and  by  Dec.  17  it  had  declined  to  40.25  cents.     However,  on  Dec.  19,  the 
price  was  up  to  40.75  cents.     For  the  period  Dec.  1-19,  the  price  averaged  44.70 
cents  an  increase  of  301  percent  from  the  11.15  cents  for  the  same  period 
last  year. 

The  quoted  price  for  refined  cane  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound 
paper  bags,  the  basic  pack,  was  reduced  5.20  cents  per  pound  in  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  United  States  on  Dec.  2.     This  set  the  quoted  wholesale  price  at 
66.75  cents  in  the  Northeast,  Southeast,  Gulf  and  Chicago-west  regions.  The 
price  quotation  for  these  regions  was  reduced  another  5.75  cents  on  Dec.  9  and  on 
Dec.  13  the  price  was  down  another  4.00  cents  to  57.00  cents  per  pound  for 
100-pound  bags. 

The  quotation  for  beet  sugar  in  100-pound  bags  in  the  East  and  Chicago-west 
regions  was  61.85  cents  on  Dec.  2.     The  price  was  down  to  56.60  cents  on  Dec.  6 
in  the  Chicago-west  region  and  the  Eastern  beet  region  followed  with  the  same 
decrease  on  Dec.  9.    An  additional  4.00  cent  decrease  in  both  regions  on 
Dec.  17  set  the  quoted  price  for  refined  beet  sugar  at  52.60  cents. 
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The  Pacific  Coast  and  Intermountain  Northwest  regions  were  quoting 
a  price  of  59.60  cents  for  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  bags 
on  Dec.  2.     The  quotation  was  reduced  to  54.35  cents  on  Dec.  4,  and  on  Dec.  17 
the  quotation  was  down  to  50.35  cents  per  pound. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  on  Dec.  17,  1974,  for  refined  sugar 
sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  bags  and  in  bulk  by  regions.  Significiant 
variations  of  actual  price  from  the  quoted  price  may  be  found  in  certain  regions, 
reflecting  competitve  discounts.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
averaged  46.94  cents  in  November,  up  from  41.68  cents  in  October  and  16.50 
cents  in  November  of  last  year  for  an  increase  of  184  percent  for  the  12-month 
period. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.,  Nov.   29,  1974--The  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable 
prices  for  the  1974  crop  of  Florida  sugarcane  which  raises  the  basic  price  for 
standard  sugarcane  from  $1.12  to  $1.15  per  ton  was  announced  today  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  Department  also  announced  that  the  provisions  of  the  determination 
relating  to  the  processors'  charges  for  harvesting,  loading  or  transporting 
producers'  sugarcane  will  be  issued  at  a  later  date.     The  Department's  Office 
of  Investigation  recently  completed  a  comprehensive  report  covering  the  operations 
of  a  processor  and  its  independent  producers.    When  final  determinations  are 
made  on  the  items  included  in  the  investigation,  the  provisions  covering  charges 
for  such  services  will  be  issued  as  an  amendment  to  the  regulation. 

The  regulation  also  changes  the  manner  in  which  net  sugarcane  is  calculated. 
The  deduction  for  trash  to  be  applied  to,  each  producer's  total  sugarcane 
deliveries  will  be  based  on  the  average  trash  in  the  individual  producer's  own 
cane.    Heretofore,  the  factory  average  of  trash  in  all  producer's  sugarcane 
was  applied  to  the  gross  tonnage  delivered  by  each  producer.     Instructions  will 
be  immediately  issued  to  all  processors  on  the  changes  in  testing  procedure. 
Also,  the  definition  of  "season's  average  price"  was  amended  to  permit  processors, 
if  they  desire,  to  offer  producers  a  choice  whether  or  not  they  want  to 
receive  payment  for  their  sugarcane  on  an  average  price  influenced  by  advance 
sales  of  sugar  made  by  the  processor. 

The  molasses  payment  to  producers  is  to  be  based  on  6.2  gallons  (rather 
than  6.0  gallons)  of  blackstrap  molasses  per  ton  of  sugarcane  to  reflect  the 
most  recent  5-year  average  recovery. 
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The  change  in  the  basic  price  adopted  in  the  1974  determination  is 
expected  to  increase  the  growers'   share  of  total  returns  to  a  level  approximately 
the  same  as  their  share  of  the  total  costs  of  producing  and  processing  sugarcane. 

The  basic  price  per  ton  of  standard  sugarcane  is  $1.15  for  each  one- cent 
per  pound  of  the  season's  average  price  of  raw  sugar.    Producers  also  receive 
a  molasses  payment  based  on  the  most  recent  5-year  average  extraction  of 
molasses  per  ton  of  cane  and  the  -weighted  average  net  sales  price  per  gallon 
of  blackstrap  molasses  sold  during  the  12-month  period  ending  May  31,  1975. 

Producers  are  expected  to  receive  an  average  of  $26.38  per  ton  from 
processors  for  1973- crop  sugarcane.     In  addition,  they  received  Sugar  Act 
payments  averaging  $0.97  per  ton  of  sugarcane  (Dec.  3,  1974  Federal  Register).
